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CASTRO FEELS AlE 
TO DM BIG STICK 

Inspires His Paper to Mal<e a 
i^ierce Onslaught on Cal- 
houn Report 



Caracas. Sunday, Ainil 19, — ]"or the 
first time in nearly two years General 
Castro was able to irviunt on horse- 
back last week. Although for il year ho 
lias been gradually recovering from the 
illness which nearly coit him his life, 
ho never had completely recovered un- 
til his lato' stay at Tuos Eques. He had 
been absent from the dTpital for nearly 
two months. His return wa.s coinci- 
dent with tho news from AVashlngton 
glvink tho Calhoun report, and tho 
next day, 131 Constitutional, tho gov- 
ernment newsi)iii)er, made a bitter ;it- 
tack on the LTnited .States commission- 
er and against those conclusions which 
are adverse to A^onezuela. 

Calhouti's first conclusion, that tho 
New York and Bermudeii Asplialt 
cominuol never fulfilled the CDndltlons 
imiM.sod by tlie Hamilton concessions, 
is fully aiiijlaudx'd, but referring to tho 
other tlireo adverse conclusions, Kt 
Constitutional says: "The American 
Jiidse could not maintain tlie iiiiiiarti- 
ally of his iiosillon, tind he has tried to 
invalidate his own position, based on 
moili in law, by means of two or three 
bi^'h sounding phrases of a pettlfog- 
glng lawyer." 

After refuting In detail Judge Cal- 
houn's conclusions, tho Inspired editor- 
ial bitterly complains of a purely legal 
ciuestlon being niade diplomatic. It 
says: 

"Inasmuch as from whichever side 
ono looks at the qiieHllon, and no mat- 
tor how imndi sophistry and subtlety 
of tlio pottlfu.i,'gi-r lawyer is Involveti, 
til.' (pies' ion only jiresonts a judiciary 
chargt'. and on its ftice a iiuna; matter 
of law. We ask in what courts does 
Judge Calhoun think tlie trial should 
be — those of Vene/.uel.-i or those of 
North America? Furtlior, if tlie ques- 
tion is exclusivel.x' of la\v. to be de- 
cided by law courts, wli\ is diplomacy 
Invited? What has tlie slate deiiart- 
ment of one or thi' other eoiuitry (jot 
to do Willi the matter',' AVhat is the 
r<'ason for the.^e notes, either reticent, 
unreasoiialile or Intemperate, but al- 
w.-iys inharmonious :ifi:gres.si vo, by 
iiiians of which the .American j?overn- 
iiii'iu, can Ilia inl.ain. before a consoic'ii- 
lloiis and just f,'o\'eriiiiieii I , the presti,%'e 
of ^Is iiior.-il autlioiity, the reputation 
of its statesiiu'll who tr>- to mix ii|i with 
lie- iiui'stioii not at all wiliiiii their 
JuiisdioLion till' Rood name of tlie peo- 
|de, who are \;iln wIlli tlie thoiiKiit that 
lliey are ilie standiird-beari-rs of Jus- 
tice and tho paladins of liberty? Is 
it In this wa.\' that the government be- 
lieves it is supporting the Justlcu ot 
its (dtlzens by violently nnd arbttrar- 
ily transferring fickle, artificial and 
subtle grounds of diplomacy, It is 
only by maintaining a leonine preten- 
sion of its own jjlghts and those of tho 
Latin-American republics that tho 
I'lilicd States can hope that ISurope 
will consent that It be the guardian of 
justloo in America." 



Rossland, B. C, April 21.— An en- 
gine, lender and Hat freight car and 
a box car attaciied to the passenger 
train plunged through tho lirst twin 
bridge across .Sboei) creek, north of 
.Sheep Crook falls, on JNIoiiday morn- 
ing, carrying down with lliom J. Goll- 
Iiliun, tlio enginooi', and J. Clsen, tlio 
liroman. Thoy escaped from the 
wreck, but tho lirenion sustained a 
broken leg and other injuries, while 
the engineer was severely bruised and 
shaken up. 

The train loft tho Rod Mountain de- 
pot here for Nurtiiport, and at lO.ltO 
reached tho lirst twin bridge across 
Sheep qrcek, which is about sixty feet 
long and stands about twenty feet 
above the bed of the creek. Thd en- 
gine had only about got its weigiht on 
the structure when it went through 
and struck the opposite bank, but was 
submerged all but the top of the 
.smokestack. A Hat car piled on top 
of the engitio, so that tho front end 
touched Us boiler. The remainder of 
the train remained on .the rails. 

Engineer Goliplion and Fireman 
Olsen went down into the wild waters 
of the (;rcok with the locomotive, .and 
how tliey oscaiiod from the v.'rockagc? 
is hard to understand, Thoy folt their 
way from under tlic Hat car and man- 
aged to reach the .surface. They were 
carried rajildly down stream. AVhen 
about IB yards below the wreck Olsen 
caught hold of some driftwood, and 
waB rescued from his perilous posi- 
tion. Englne^>r GoUphon was swept 
with' great apoed for about 60 yards 
before ho could reach a place where 
he could make a landing. It was 
found that Olsen had .sustained a frac- 
ture of one of his logs, and he was 
tnken to the hospital at Northport; 
Gollphon, who had -remained longer 
under water, ,It is thought, than Olsen, 
was badly bruised, wealc and da/.od 
from his exertions, but fortunately not 
seriously Injured. 

Sheep creek Is a mad torrent, filled 
with snow and ice, and this wcak-,ined 
the underpinning of tho bridge. 

Beyond a shaking up, the passeng- 
ers were unhurt. Had the train not 
been going at ;i slow rate It is possible 
that there would have been a num- 
ber of fatalities.

In sentenclngr the Italians,, .Tustlce 
Lavergne said It was time that an ex 
ample was made of foreigners who 
come to our shores and commit mur- 
ders. "\Ve are ti peace-loving people," 
ho .=;aid. "and tiithough wo have our 
own criminals to contend witli, we do 
not wish to have foroiguors walking 
about with dirks, knlvii.s and revolvers 
in tlieir possession, menacing- not only 
the lives of their own kin but tlioso ot 
ours." He hopes the sentences would 
be taken as a warning, not only ijy 
Italians, but by otliur nationalities.

Tho pro.ipcct of legal aotlon being 
taken to iiuash the four bylaws re- 
cently passed, the sewer loan, .school, 
sail water hish pressure and additional 
tiro protection by-laws, has raised a 
doubt in the minds of some of tho 
city aldermen as to whether It would, 
bo wise to go ahead with the prepara- 
tory steps in calling for tenders, 
lu tho case of tho high pressure .sys- 
tem, until the threatened trouble is 
disposed of. 

At last nlfrht'.s council meeting 
when the four-bylaws came up for 
liiial reconsideration and pa.ssing-, the 
la.sl stej) to be taken in making tho 
measures law. Aid. Fullcrton called 
attention to tho fact that in all llkell- 
liood there would bo action taken in 
tho courts to declare tho recent poll- 
ing on tho by-laws, illegal, because of 
the fact that separate ballots fer each 
measure wore not used. So far aw he 
could see the aotlon would 9nly res- 
ult in tying the hands of the various 
civic committees under who.so direc- 
tion tho money raised by tho by-laws 
would bo spent, and In the case of the 
liigli iires.suro plant would so delay 
matters that it would not be possible 
to call for tenders for material. 

Aid. ]''ullerton considered It a sh;ime 
that some ])eoiile could not be satis- 
(Icd with the ^■erdlct of the pi-uiierty 
owners as registered last Thursday. 
An Idle Threat 
City Solicitor Mann, wIkmi asked his 
opinion, stated that It w.-is very dif- 
licull tu see on what grounds tliose 
who Intended to bring action to de- 
clare tho recent vote Illegal, were act- 
ing. Tlio use of o'ne ballot on which 
tho votes for all four measures were 
recorded was in keeping with a pre- 
cedent established years ago and 
wlilch has never been questioned up 
to tlio present. The Idea of one bal- 
lot was adopted by the council with 
a view of saving time and money. He 
dccluroii that the threat of legal pro- 
ceedings was a mere idle one and 
should be entirely disregarded. The 
municipal elections by-law says that 
there shall be ii separate vote but tho 
plan ^vhicll the city followed allows 
for such a separate vote. If a voter 
doe.s not wish to do ao he does not 
need to mark the ballot for the par- 
ticular by-law or by-laws to whicli 
ho takes exception and his privilege, 
ill this respect, Mr. Mann declared, 
was quite as great as If a separate 
ballot had been handed him for each 
by-law. 

Aid. Gleason pointed out the ne- 
cessity of Immediately taking steps to 
go ahead with tho sower work, now 
that the sewer loan by-law has been 
pas.sed, and urged that this be done so 
as to take back those men who had 
been discharged recently owing to the 
shortage of funds for sewer work. 
Start on Sower Work 
Afa.vor Hall suggested that tho 
council borrow a sum of money at 
once so that this work could be "gone 
on with and City Solicitor Mann ad- 
vised that such could be done merely 
on motion of the council to thai ef- 
fect, he again expressing his oiiinion 
that the council had nothing to fear 
from tho efforts of those who would 
attempt to quubli the liy-Iuws. Ac- 
cordingly on motion of Alderman 
Gleason, seconded by Alderman Pau- 
line It was decided to proceed at 
once with the sewer work and tho 11- 
nanco committee will be reipiested to 
make provision for the necessary 
funds. 

Whether the council will have to 
call for tenders for tho pipe for the 
high pressure system Is another ques- 
tion of which the members of the 
council are doubtful. Aid. Fullcrton 
suggested tiiat tenders should be call- 
ed for at once, hiu Aid. Camej-on 
thought that additional pipes could be 
olitained from the i?everley Robinson 
company, to whom the tender for the 
cast iron jilping for the new water- 
works ihstrlbution system was let 
1 his wiU he. maniifactureii In Not- 
tuiKham, lipgland for dellverv in Vic- 
toria next September. This 'linn ^v is 
tile lowest In Us tender and by in- 
creasing tho order the liigh pressure 
pipes would be landed hero much .•soon- 
er than they otherwise would If tend- 
ers had to be called for. 

.. Not Certain of Procedure. 
Alderman Fullcrton was of the 
opinion that perhaps the l.aw made It 
imperative that tender.s should be 
called for. Finally. .„i sugfjestion of 
Alderman Cameron, tlio whole queation 
\yas left over to be considered witli 
the water commissioner and cltv so- 
licitor. ' 

In addition to the final touches put 
upon the four above by-law.s, tile F.x- 
Iiendltuics by-law, the measure pro- 
MdiiiK lor the various amounts to be 
e.\pended for civic administration and 
work, was also given its fiin.J recon- 
sideration and passed, and Alderman 
Gleason's by-law to provide a tariff of 
charges for patients at the isolation 
hospital was also considered and put 
through Its various stages. It will be 
completed at next week's meeting. 

Under this by-law the, scale of 
charges for nurses and other assist- 
ants and necessaries for patients nt tho 
iRolallon hospital will- be as follows: 
I 'or pal li nts suffering rom diphtheria, 
$10 i)er week; from scarlet fever, $ 
per week; from other infectious dis 
scases, .$.'') )ji.-r weidi, such carges not 
ilo include separate nicdlcpl altendaii 
er nui siiif?.

In order tluit H. M. Marpole, general 
executive a.salstunt of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway company, and J. 
Gamble, another prominent C. P. R. 
official, might obtain by personal in- 
vestigation an idea of the growth of 
tlie fruit industry in the Okanagan, R, 
M. Palmer, provincial commissioner of 
liortlculture, accompanied them on a 
tour through the Okanagan district. 
Tlio party returned on Saturday, after 
visiting, among other centres, Vernon, 
Kelowna and Summerland. They were 
impressed with what they saw and ex 
pressed themselves as pleasantly sur 
prisediat the great possibilities of tho 
developfaent of that section along the 
lino mentioned. 

Mr. Palmer Is of the opinion that tlie 
fruit output of the part of the Okana- 
gan visited will increase to sucli an 
extent during the next two year.s as to 
render it necessary to augment tho 
transportation facillios now available. 
.At present the farmers ship their jiro- 
duce by yteanier from different points 
on the lake to (he railway, lie thinks 
that this luraugenieilt Is quite adr 
quale under the prevailiig conilition 
but is conident that tlie crops xvill be 
so iiuicli larger tt couple of seasons 
hence as to not only warrant but make 
necessary all Improved system for the 
slil|)ment of the orchard product, 
AVheii llie time comes, lie says, the C. 
I'. R. will put car barges on the lali 
Thus it will lie possible for farmer.s to 
load their fruit practically where It is 
Iiieked and packed and send It off to 
the various market centres. 

Greatly Increased Acreage. 
Very few realize. Mr. I'alnier sa 
the piissibilities of the de\-elopnieiit 
the industry in lirltish Cidumbia. lie 
asserls that the exploitalion of fruit 
by the agrlcullurists of this iirovince 
was only cumiiienced in earnest about 
two years ago. Hence the orchards, 
for tho most part, arc young, and also 
on that fact Is based iil.s conclusion 
that the next two seasons will .see tho 
output doubled. In that time those 
Planted l)ut lately would como Into 
bearing. In corroboration of bis state- 
ments, Mr. Palmer quoted statistics. 
In tlio Vernon district there were 3,800 
acres in fruit. Of this, 600 were ac- 
tually bearing. Throughout Kelowna 
the proportion was much the same. At 
Summerland and Pentioton there were 
over 5,000 acres of orchard land, of 
which only 10 per cent had contribut- 
ed to last year's crops. Tlieso figures 
Mr. Palmer thought, would Indicate 
wiiat might bo expected of tiie future 
As lie )i-is h'.-ited, it would lie but : 
short time before Britl.sh Culuinbia 
Would be shipping inorg than double 
the fruit than lieretofoff 

Conditions in the Okanagan are 
good. Mr. Palmer a.sserts that the 
orchards are in good .shaiie: that Ih 
farmers arc busy and looking forward 
to a record season. In I'eachland and 
.Summerland tlioy were making a siie 
daily of iieachcs. As niany liad 
brought their land under cultivation 
two yeai-K ago and the pencil treOH 
yield In tliree, lie expected' that Rril- 
isb (.'oluniliia's output of liiat fruit 
would bo found to be inucli larger next 
fall tlian Ims hitherto been the case. 

.Messrs. Palmer, Marpole and Cambie 
visited the construction camp of tln> 
White Valley Irrigation and Power 
company, near Vernon. They found, 
that tho steam sliovcl to be used in tho 
Work had just arrived and that the 
excavation of ditclies wa.s to bo com- 
menced limmedJhtely. 'JBhe system, 
wlieu complete, Mr. Palmer explains, 
will fertilize 20,000 acres of land. Ho 
expects tliat this undertaklilB ' will be 
so far advanced this summer as to 
benefit property as far as the Gold- 
stream estate. Lord Aberdeen's ranch, 
and one of the largest and finest of 
the Inferior. 

The object of the C. P. R. officials 
visit to the Okanagan, Mr. Palmer says, 
was not only to gain an idea of the 
adequacy or other\vlse of the. trans- 
portation facilities, lull to ascertain 
whether the reiiuirenietiis of the farm- 
ers in l■e^qlect to labor were suiqdled. 
In this connection tlie opinion was ex- 
pressed that the Salvation Army had 
doni\ splendid work. 'I'heir s\stem of 
handling the immigrants wa.s fa\or- 
ahly commented on. So far as could 
be learned, there had been no diffi- 
culties. Ill the last two jiarties alone 
S,"iO rieoiile had been satisfactorily 
placed in Hritisli Columbia. And it 
Wiis a noteworthy ftict, Mr. Palmer 
continued, that all, with the exception 
of the d.omestic servants, iiave found 
employ nii'iit in the farming distroets. 

Despit.) the energy of ttie .Salvation 
.\rniy. Imwever. there were requests 
iroiii many qii.'irters for labor. The 
demand was greater than the supidy. 
'ITiia .Mr. I'aliner accepts n» an evi- 
dence of tlio healthy condition of the 
agricultural Industry of tho province.

B. C. IN GREAT BRITAIN. 

Wo printj this morning the report of 
Mr. J. H. Turner, Agent-General^ of 
Britisii Columbia, with headquarters In 
liOndon, for the past year. Mr, Tur- 
ner's work Is of a Icind that malces very 
little superficial .showing, but when we 
are told that about five Ihou.sand peo- 
ple liave during the year called upon 
hiih for Infornmtlon respecting: the 
province, and thai he received and ans- 
wered seven thousand five hundred 
Ictter.s bcsldea sending out many 
thousands of pamphlets relating to the 
province, no argument Is necssary to 
show that his presence in London is 
doing much towards making the prov- 
ince better known. The comparison 
between last year and the previous one 
shows a very gratifying increase In 
Interest. "While speaking of this It may 
be mentioned that the introduction of 
British Columbia to the British public 
was no easy matter. AVhen Mr. Tur- 
ner went to England tlie province had 
3iot recovered from the "black-eye" ad- 
ministered by the promoters of "wild- 
cat" mining ventures, and the unhappy 
financial condition resulting from po- 
litical dislurbancos and a revenue 
unequal to the demands of the public 
service. It is perhaps only the truth to 
say that until a couple of years ago Mr' 
Turner had not been able to get the 
province any noticeable place in the 
iniiids of the. people of the United 
Kingdom. Now he feels in a position 
to say that British Columbia is becom- 
ing bettor known than any other part 
of the Dominion, and is being regard- 
ed as "the best iKirt of Canada." Thi.'i 
VlelV Is coiroluiratcd hy much evidence 
from cntiroiy inc'.epenilcnt sources. 

Sir. Turner's reference to the fruit 
exhibits Collovv.". the more detailed ro- 
I)orts wliich the Coloni.st lia.s i)ublished 
from lime to time, and wi: need not 
make any comment upon it. \A^q learn 
With mudi regret that the proposal to 
erect a large and handsome building 
in London, in which the Canadian 
High Comniis.sioner and the represi^n- 
tatives of the several provinces could 
be acconiniodated, has fallen through, 
owing to the very high Tent asked hy 
the London County Council for the 
proiJosed .site. Mr. Turner liope.-^, hmv- 
evor, that a less costly plan will be 
carried out.

In reply to this letter tho Times 
said:

We regret to have to say that this 
is a deliberate attempt on tho part ot 
our contemporary to create a wrong 
Impression. It Is literally true that 
"Major Hodglns never called at tho 
ollice of tho Times and asked tho edi- 
tor for tho assistance of tho paper." 
The gentleman whom Major Hod- 
glns saw, was Mr. ,Tohn Nelson, 
Managing Director of the Times, and 
it was to Mr. Nelson that the request 
was made. Mr. Nelson will not deny 
this, nor will ho deny that Mr. J. A. 
Turner and Mr. J D Klngham were 
present at the time. We ask pardon 
of these gentlemen for mentioning 
thoir names In this coimectlon, but it 
was necessary to do so in order to 
demonstrate how grossly tho Times 
has endeavored to mislead its readers. 
It goes without saying that if it could 
be made appear that JInJor Modglns 
Is incorrect in his statement that he 
asked the Times to take the matter 
up, his other statements might bo held 
open to question. As it is the Times 
has only given one more Illustration 
of how utterly unrelialjle it is, and 
how, while keeping within the literal 
bounds of the truth, It will seek to 
create a false impression. 

Tho Times says that "the natural 
impulses of a man moved by Intensely 
patriotic rnotlvcs, as the Mtijor claims 
to be moved, would have been to lay 
his charges immediately before the 
government and demand an investiga- 
tion." In his flrst statement published 
in the Colonist Major Hodglns spoko 
of his unsuccessful attempt to get the 
government to investigate tho inatter, 
and in liis second he again referred to 
Ills failure to get the government to 
act. Thp facts of the case. Major 
Hodglns says, are that he exhausted 
every private effort before giving the 
inatter lo the pre.ss. All unprejudiced 
readers will agree with tho following 
extract from the News-Advertiser: 

The matter cannot be allowed to re- 
main without the most searching In- 
(lulry. U would seem to be impossible 
for any government lo permit such 
grave charges as JItijor tlodgiiis makes 
to pass uniuiticed. But uhether it 
does or not there is a duly cast on 
Mr. Bordon and liis supporters in Par- 
liament which they must not shirk. 
They should insist ou an Imrnedlato 
investigation being made by conijietent 
and Impartial persons. In his state- 
nienl :\I;ijbr lludf;ins gives details ot 
particular sections on the roail .wliere 
inaccurate and excessive esiimates 
have been given. It is a niiestion of 
fact, and there should lie no ditileully 
in reaching the tiaith about the mat- 
ter. , ITntil the result of such an in- 
quiry is known, nut only the Trans- 
continental Kailway (.'onmilssioii but 
the Governnie,-it itself will bo under 
suspicion by the people of a failure to 
proteirt the interests of the country In 
a manner without n parallel In the 
history of tho Dominion.

Undoubtedly the time has come 
when Canada must look tho Immi- 
gration question firmly In tho face and 
docido upon some general policy to be 
pursued In the future. The principal 
sources from which immigrants come 
tp the country are the United King- 
dom, tho United States and Central 
Europe. Mr. Monk, speaking in the 
House of Commons a few days ago, 
pointed out that since 1898 there had 
arrived in Canada the following 
luiiiiber of while Immigrants:

Manchuria seems to be 
zone. Xol ' long ago th^ 
government attempted to negotiate a 
loan In. Paris to be secured upon the 
re.iources of Manchuria, but the of- 
fer was rejected, the banker saying: 
"It i.s not certain that Manchuria is 
a Cliinese and not a Japanese pro- 
vince" Japan has certain treaty 
rights in Manchuria, but they are 
conlined to the peninsula of Llao- 
Tung, which Is the comparatively 
small triangular tirea upon whii.li 
Prjrl Arthur stands. Outside f.f this 
she has no 'rights which are not 
pos;jessed equally by all other pow- 
ers. But there Is a railway In Man- 
churhi, known as the Sdutli Alan- 
churian. which eMends thrnnKh a 
large and v<'r.v valutiblc area. This 
.lapan acquired from Uus.sla, or 
rather she acquired Ilu.ssla's interest 
in it, and the stork of the ('(inipany 
is held one half the .lapaue.so gnv- 
ernnient and the other half iiriiicipal- 
l.v hy Japanese individuals, tiie re- 
mainder being in the hands of Chln- 
i se. ( )ne ot the powiTS which go 
Willi the ownership <if this railway Is 
i till' rii^bl III .station ;i eerlaiii inim- 
! l.er ef ii-niiils along the 'line, .and 
' this .laiiaii has exercised to the limit, 
If not beyond it. Tho presence of 
these troops, which are imdir the 
ecmiuKind of an olli'- t slatii.med ,-it 
Purl .\rtliiir. Is bi ing utilized b\- .lap- 
an as an excuse for assimiing gov- 
ernmental powers nearly as extensive 
as those applied to Korea. Naturally 
this Is resented liy the Chinese <it- 
Ilclals, ;ind iho result I.s that Japan 
charges China with bad faith. The 
Japanese papers ;ire careful to see 
thai the people of Japan are made to 
imdorstand that China Is atteniptlug 
lo deprive their nation of all it gain- 
ed at the cost of so much blood and 
Ireasiire in the war with Russia, and 
it is expected that the day is not 
very far distant, when the govern- 
ment will boldly announce to the peo- 
ple that the tlnio has come to annex 
Manchuria, so that they m.ay not be 
deprived of tho benelits resulting 
from the sacrifices they have al- 
ready made and are now daily mak- 
ing In tin,' slKipe of heavy taxes. 

.Meanwhile the ,]ai)ane.-ie ;ire poiii'- 
Ing into JIauchuria, and as a rule 
they are people of the worst type, 
but like all their countrymen, they 
are insiiin d by a consuming p;itrlot- 
Ism. They will not mak(^ very good 
settlers, but thi^y will laalce soldiers 
of the nio.'it formidable type. The 
Clilne.se olliclals are very pessimistic 
over the outlook. They realize that 
their government Is not able to pre- 
vent the Jajianese occupation of .Miin- 
(■huria. 'I'lie only chance for reliif 
is in tho Intervention of the Powers 
for tho purpose of restraining tho am- 
bition of Japan. We have seen that

Of course Mr. Monk deals with 
round numbers. He thinks, and lli r,. 
seems good reason for doing so, that 
the irillux of people from Continental 
Ii;urope Is likely to increase. Tho 
governniont of the United States is 
rendering it more dlllicult for undesir- 
able immigrants from Europe to en- 
ter that country, and a very consid- 
erable proportion of the people who 
leave Kurope for America are df the 
undeslralile class. They eonie here 
with ideas foreign to ours. They are 
not law-respecting. They are in a 
chronic state of war against all in- 
stitutions. -Already In the fnited 
.States they are causing a great ileal 
of dilllculty. On the other hand 
immigrants from the United Kingdom 
come to us in.splred by the same gen- 
eral traditions as lo law and govern- 
ment as we ourseh-es hold, 
and if sometimes they may 
be a little difBcult to get 
along with at first, there is no 
doubt whatever Ih.at Ihcy make the 
licst possible settlers. No man in 
Canada lives in any fear of his 
neighbors If they aro Englishmen, 
Irishmen or Scotchmen. The same Is 
largely true of jieople who come into 
tho country from the United Stales. It 
Is also true of those who come from 
Denmark and the Scandinavian 
kingdoms. AA'e should be very sorry to 
be uiidei-stood as suggesting that there 
are no good immigrants Into Canada 
from southern and ci ntral liurope. be- 
cause to do so wouhl be untrue: but 
wo aro very stroiiKlx- of the opinion 
tlial tho emigrating masses from 
tlKiso jiarts of the world are not iieoplo 
(d a class who make desirable set- 
tlers. We are quite sure that the time 
has passed when It is desirable to pay 
agents or stetimsliip companies to 
liring such people into llie eiiunlr.\-. Mr. 
Motik thinks that we should not only 
abolish the bonus paid, but that there 
should be an examination of intending 
immigrants made on the other side (.f 
the -■Mlantic and that more rigid 
regulations ;is to exclusion should be 
framed. In the course of his speech 
•Mr. Monk quoted a writer In the Uni- 
ted Stiites. who s.aid that in twent,\' 
jeais Canada will have a population 
i>f I'.o.oon.ooo of whom not more than aj 
Uiinl will be native born.

The Earl of Wemyss, whose grotes- 
que bill seeking to apply a tiimo limit 
to thO|,possoss)lon,of all itlnd? of pro- 
perty, caused so much amusement in 
the House of Lords last week, i.s one 
of the most energetic of our veteran 
peers. Ailhough he has passed his 
eighty-ninth birthday, lie .still takes 
an active Interest in politics, and can 
play as good u game of golf as most 
men half his ago. A brother noble- 
man onco referred to Iiim as "an ex- 
ception, to every law," and he Is also 
known kH tho "grand old man" of the 
Upper House. Tlie venerable earl is 
rather absent-minded, and .some time 
;ago,!,lie caused a mild sensation hy 
addCessiug the/. J.ord Chaneellor as 
:'.Alf;,,' Speaker.'.''. On another occasion 
•hsr-o.iiistoijishgijl his fellow legislators 
.by;-a^j)gatlns among them In a Scotch 
kilt.. Lord Wemyss Is noted for his 
versatility. He U even -now a first 
rate sportsman, ■ and his skill as an 
artist Is remarlcabte. Ho Is also an 
authority on military suWeots, and 
ho lias written a book on "Tho New 
War Ofilce." Latterly ho has gone in 
for motoring, and it Is charaeteri.<tlc 
of him that he has learned all there 
is to bo learned about tlie mechanism 
of his own cars. It is related tlKit 
one day he wa.s out driving when 
something happened to tho motor 
which Ills ehauffeur could not remedy. 
Kprlngliig lightly out, Lord Wemyss, 
in spite of ids eighty-nine years, 
crept under the car, put the ineciian- 
isni in order, and was soon on his 
way again at forty miles an liour. 
The earl can claim th<! tinifine dis- 
tinction of being the only man who 
ever struck the iving. M.auy years 
ago, during a heated debate in" tho 
T^Iouse of i:.,ords, T>ord AVcmyss was 
emphasizing his words by waving one 
of his arms about, wlien ail of a sud- 
den he inadvertently brouglit down 
lil.^ list upon tho tall hat of a gentle- 
man sitting Immediately In front of 
him. The owner of the hat happen- 
ed to be tlie then Prince of AVales. 
who took the affair In great good 
part, and smilingly changed his scat. 
Lord Wemyss has always taken a 
great Interest In the Voltinteer 
movement, and he it was who found- 
ed tho Elcho Shield. When he was 
Lord Elcho, ho was once in command 
of a corps of ^V)lunteers, most of 
whom were very raw recruits. He 
and his men were lay^i-chlng up I'leet 
strei'i in line st.vie, wlien li suildenl.v 
liecanie necessary tu exeeuti! the 
nioveiiie-nt. "right whei-1." Tin- order 
was given, but the citizen army was 
hoi)e;eh."l.\- nonjilufised. Ijord L3k:h.'i 
watched the ooiifii.-lon for a moment 
while his wraLli res(> at the siglit.

, London MoriiJrigV35bst*??Mr;';|3|rreirs 
proposals forStwiS f nfew'UntTOreltlb in 
Ireland were 'refielveii ' yesterdiay> with 
approval botbj'j.by; the Natlohallst^i' and 
by the offlcIaJ .pppdsltlon. Mr-.-B^ilfour 
has long been In favor of a Roman 
Catholic university in Ireland, and has 
never professed; nor did iie yesterday 
claim, to speak with tlio voice of his 
party in tlie matter. The Bill is in ef- 
fect an answer to tho agitation of tlio 
Nationalists and to tJm demands of the 
Roman Catholic hierarchy. It proposes 
to quiet tho opiiositlon of Ulster by 
turning Queen's College, J3.''lfast, Into 
a nnlvenslty and by adding tu its en- 
dowments. The Ulster men ;ire asked 
to accept this bribe, and in con.sldoru- 
tion of it to abstain from opposing tlie 
Liberal .schenio for a vast new Catholic 
university in Dublin. Mr. Blrrell .said 
rather ne/vously .\-eslcrday that ho 
tliought the objections in Belfast to a 
university "have largely disappeared in 
tho last few jcars." It remains to be 
.seen whether they have disappeared, 
and when the Ulster men learn that 
tho new Catholic unlvonsity and col- 
lege in Bublin . iii to. Iwc £150,000 
down for bulldines'aJld a fresh endow- 
ment abovo existing charges of SH'i,- 
000 a year It is doubtful whether tiie.v 
will accept the- scheme Ih'its present 
form. Tho now university in Dublin is 
founded to answer the demand of the 
Roman Catholic hierarchy, and, al- 
though tlie.v may for a season desist 
from asscrtin,:r their authority, tliey 
will not, ;ind cannot, continue tu" do sii. 
This is the great dlfliculty whicli lie- 
sets paper schemes. They may In- cn- 
cellcnt in tlioory, and the scheme now 
put forward would be excellent if 
framed for a new country; but llic real 
objeet of those who want a new uni- 
versity is not so iiiucli cduciitiun as 
the control of education, and this ob- 
ject they will ultimateb- attain dcsidto 
any restrictions Parliament cau im- 
pose.

Improve Road Bod. 

Tlje greater part of this outlay will 
be exi)ended upon tho improvomenl of 
the roadbed !ind particularly upon 
tli.-it iiart of the line wliere wooden 
structures are used In crossing streams 
the intention being to replace tlieso 
with permanent steel structures. The 
larger part of this Improvement will 
take place at the other end of< tho line 
and most of It between Xiadysmlth and 
Nanaimo although much work will bo 
done In building new bridges across tho 
Chomalnus and Covvlchan rivers. 

On this ])art of the work new stone 
pler.s will be built and steel bridges 
win supi)lant the present wooden struc- 
tures. Then about a mile on this side 
of Ladysmith tlie present obsolete crib 
work will bo torn down and replaced 
by a large arch to cross the stream 
that flows Into Oyster Bay at this 
point. 

The replacing of the old wooden 
bridges by the modern ones will only 
be made this year wdiere tno bridges 
are fmiml to bo most in want of re- 
I)iiir and those that have lately been 
constructed will bo tho last ones on 
the line to be removed. 

Another Important move that tho 
company has decided to make will be 
In tho' building, of new fences along 
the lino and in' this matter It la stat- 
ed that not less than forty miles of 
new fencing will be constructed dur- 
ing the seaVi'oii. For thhs improvement 
alone some 520,000 has been submitted 
and approved by tho directorate. This 
fencing will be used this : iison wlicre 
the country is most sett.'ed and where 
any stock is kept by the settlers In 
tho vicinity. It is undor.-itood how- 
ever that Uie company will (;ventually 
fence in the entire length of the road 
although It will bo impossible to do all 
of this work during the present sum- 
mer. 

The roi'k that will be required In 
,the consummation of this work es- 
pecially in building bridges for tlio 
\> ~l3 V 111 be obt;iined from the Kok- 
sllah (luarry and the masonry gangs 
that are at present employed on tlio 
road will probably bo augumented by 
the addition of laborers and o|hor 
gangs of experienced workers. In fact 
!i large gang was brought over from 
the Mainland only a few days ago 
which will make three outfits that are 
at present rea . ,- lo lake hi. 1 of liie 
work. Each of tlicse gangs has from 
12 to 15 men in its ranks and the 
quarry gang has anotluM- twelve. 

The only work that will be attom])t- 
ed near this city will be that on the 
Cobble Hill bridge where a now steel 
structure will supplant the present 
wooden one. This bridge Is about oi 
miles from Victoria.

With '.iAOO tons of K^-'iical I'roighl, 
including a big shipment o£ silk, best 
paying- o( all freights carried across 
the Pacific, the chartered steamer Ijon- 
nox, owned by J. Warraclc & Co., or 
Lelth, Captain McNair, reached poi i. 
yesterday from Hongkong, via AVoo- 
sung, Nagasaki, Mojl, Kobe and Yoko- 
hama, after an uneventful trip across 
the Pacific, good weather being ex- 
perienced throughout. The Ijcnnox, 
which has been chaptered by he C. P. R. 
for six months, together with the Glon 
lino steamer Glenfurg, with tlio option 
of- four months if required, formerly 
trnded across the Pacific and lias re- 
cently been operated by Loo t"hi & 
Co., a Chinese firm, in the eoolio- 
carrj'lng: trade to JMexIcan and Clilloan 
ports from Hongkong. DuriuK the 
Spanish- American war the steamer 
acted as a transport for the United 
States tfovernnient. Captain McNair, 
liiaster of the Lennox, is no stranger to 
Victoria. He was in command of the 
steamer Queen Adelaide of the Dod- 
well line and ran here for three years. 
Mr. Ralph,' formerly assistant purser 
of the Empress of India, is purser of 
the latest of the C. P. R. fleet. 

The Lennox is a steel screw steam- 
er of 3,677 tons gross, 2,361 tons net. 
built In 1895 by Barclay, Curie & Co. 
of Glasgow for J. Warrack & Co. of 
Lelth. She is a British freighter of 
the type used some years ago by Dod- 
wel! & Co. in the freighting trade 
across the Pacific, and has no aocom- 
mod'ation for passengers. She is 352.6 
teat long, 44.2 leet beam and 25.4 feet 
deep. 

News was brought_hy the Lennox of 
heavy loSs of life in northern Japan as 
a result of , unprecedented snowstorms. 
Gales off Hokkaido were also responsi- 
ble for gi'eat loss of life. Flfty-Scvcn 
fishing vessels, with over 400 flslier- 
tnen on board, were lost from Tenri 
village. Thirty bodies had drifted 
ashore. Near ICujiro, a suburb of Ol- 
aru, snow had caused many houses to 
collapse and -00 people were killed.

FIRES'ON^SHIPBOARD 
DURINfijAST YEAR 

Some Heavy • Losses to Under- 
writers Occasioned by Out- 
breal<s on Steamers 



Tlie scow whic'li capsized witli 300 
tons of coal on TIiur.sday night was 
successfully righted this morning by 
tlio steamer Alice. The Tepic, wliicli 
liad the scow In tov,' when the acci- 
dent happened out in the gulf, brought 
it Into harbor and yesterday a fence 
was built around the .bottom of the 
scow. Then some tons of sand and 
gravel were dumped on it along one 
side and under this weight the scow 
again cajislzed, but this time reversed 
the motion and came right side up 
v/hile tlie temporary frame work on. 
tlie bottom drojiijed off.' 



During 1907 underwriters suffered 
Kcverelv as a result of llre.s ftn ship- 
board. The "Netherton," "City of Troy," 
"Thoriiliill," "Naomi," "Sophia" 
and "Fortunatus" have become 
total losses by fire, and the "Allog- 
iiany," "Abbey Holme," '"Segdlltss," 
"Turaklna" and nearly twenty other 
vessels, have resulted In very heavy 
claims on tho underwriters from a lllcM 
cause. 

It must not be forgotten that steam- 
slilps are better able to cope with a 
lire now than were the wooden sailing 
sliips or (jven the oarllesf class of 
metal steamers, and there have been 
taken Into use certain lire extingulsii- 
ing devices of recent years which h.avc 
jiroved valuable in actual oxperionco. 
Water la perhaps the only antidote for 
a lire on board somo .ships, but its use 
Is often not less disastrous to cargo 
than the Are which It quells. 

"The "TurakMia," a twin-screw ship, 
built in 1902, and valued at about 
$700,000, is a recent case in point. 
Moreover, she had a somewhat similar 
deUjjj- and risk so recently as 1905, 
wltlr the same kind of cargo, and also 
bound from New Zealand to the United 
Kingdom, in wiileli trade she is a 
I'avorably regarded lini/r. On this most 
recent occasion -when she returned to 
Wellington, N.Z , with cargo on lire, 
tile damage by water was far in excess 
of that by lire. Novertlieless, had not 
Xht- forehold been Hooded under the 
circumstances it seems fairly certain 
she would have had a much more 
terrible ordeal by lire. Once safely 
moored alongside the wharf at Wel- 
lington the outbreak was soon rend- 
ered but a memory of the past, and 
later on the water was pumped out, 
the cargo landed, and the steamer's 
hull found to be uninjured. General 
and particular average claims, how- 
ever, are likely to be very heavy, 
Fla.x, wool, tow. Kauri gum, butter, 
skins and similar items were includ- 
ed in the largo cargo of the Tura- 
klna, and some of them are very dan- 
gerous, unless tho greatest ])Osslblo 
care has been exercised in getting rid 
of oily or greasy matter before the 
packages ure placed on board. As is 
well known, a few pounds weiglit of 
oily cotton or jute when pressed to- 
gether, or when exposed to the sun's 
rays or to the heat from an .adjacent 
steam pipe, are quite -sufficient to 
initiate a fire whetlier in a shore fac- 
tory or on board a ship. 

Many Causes. 

There Is not much cause for sur- 
])rlso because cargoes of vessels in 
some way get on fire, but there is 
matter for sincere congratulation that 
the seriou.s instances are so pheno- 
menally few, having regard to the en- 
vironment. Cotton, jute, (lax, or 
hemp are more readily inclined to 
heating than are such animal fibres 
as wool or silk, inasmuch as the 
vegetable fibres, being built up of 
microscopic tubes filled with air, af- 
ford food for oxidation, but the ani- 
mal fibres are practically solid. The 



present season so far seems to have 
had a greater number of cotton tires 
at yea than last season. Water dam- 
age on such occasions is u very aeri- 
ous Item in' the claims underwriter.-? 
are called upon to pay, and, as a con- 
sequence, steam la now frcciuontly 
forced into a vessel's hold In order to 
drive out the air whiclt is wo. neces- 
sijry to continuation of comtiu.stion 
and thus .successfully smother tho 
danger. 

A New Zealand contemporary, Ihft 
Wellington Times, has rightly called 
attention to the fact tliat In the cvi-. 
dence taken with respect to cargoes 
of wool on fire, the exact condition 
of the bales when taken from the 
ship Is almost studiously omitted 
frorii consideration. It is Important 
to know whether tlio bales were 
burnt from the outside. or 
from the inside. During the past sis 
years there liave been as many 
steamships which loaded wool, fU^x 
and tow, in Now Zealand ports, that 
have suffered from Are in those cri- 
tical cargoes, and at least throe iaall- 
Ing vessels. In 1901 the steamer 
Waimata had a flrp orlginato in the 
llax in her holds, and in 1906 she ex- 
perienced a similar trouble, and tho 
Turaklma has a doublo record this 
way in 1905 and 1907. I 

One of the ocean tragedies of the 
past two or three years was the loss 
by fire of the metal barque Pltcairn 
Island in the South Pacific, on hor 
way from New Zealand to l^urope, 
and a subsequent court of Inquiry 
wore of opinion that th(' casualty was 
due to spontanoou.s combustion of 
tlie fiax in her cargo. The crew left 
her ill two open boats, and one of 
tiiese w,-is never lieaid of again, while 
tho survivors in tlie otlier liad a real 
linrd time. One of the triuini)lis of 
Harland Wolff's Belfast yard, tlie 
AVliite Star liner Gothic, last year 
had to be lieached at Plymoutli, on 
her way lionie from New Zealand, 
witii her cargo on lire. . The tirst In- 
dications of danger were apparently 
evident at Tenerlffe, and the then af^ 
fected bales of wool were tlvrown 
overboard. Fire broke out again 
near the English land, In another 
hold, and heavy claims resulted both 
from fire and water after the voaael 
was refloated and brojight to l.,ondon 
with the fire drowned. Yet. when 
all is said, loss of Ufu from fires at 
sea is nowadays almost insignificant.

Citizens' IVieeting at Vancou- 
ver Sends Reply to Sir 
Wilfrid 



Vancouver, April 21.— With renewed 
emphasis and reawakened cntluisiasui 
tweh'o hundred citizens at the Asiatic 
I'lxcluslon loiigue mooting in the city 
li.'ill last night declared lnade(iuate 
Sir "Wilfrid Laurier's present re- 
strictive measures aganlst Asiatic 
immigration. 

■ Tho condemnation went beyond tho 
Blheral measures a.nd Included Sl,r 
AVIlfrid's recently iniblislied letter to 
the league, which the nieeling was 
called to discuss, the letter of selt- 
prai.^^e of lii.s effiu'ts toward effective 
legislation and disapproval of tiie 
course suggested by the league, the 
adoption of a law" 'las. l1 upon the 
Australian hnniigration restriction 
act. 

Tho meeting then un.anlmously 
adojilrd a resoluliim which will lie 
sent to the fedrral premier by way of 
rciily, which reads: 

Whereas, the continued largo Im- 
migration of Chinese shows the pre- 
sent restrictive measures to be In- 
adotiualc; and 

Whereas, the restrictive effect of 
the Head M'ax Is overeiune by tin," re- 
fund to (Chinese immigrants who at- 
tend school for one year after their 
arrival In Canada; and 

AVhoreas, the present restriction of 
Japanese Is not satisfactory, In that 
it leaves to Japan and not to Can- 
ada tho enforcement of rosltrietlvo 
measures and no i)rovlslon has been 
made . to nieet any change In the 
present immigration policy of the 
Japanese government; and 

Whereas, .no restrictive measures 
to' exclude Hindus have been enacted; 
therefore, be It 

Besolyed, that this meeting of the 
citizens of Vancouver respectfully 
and -'insistently requests: 

1, The abolition of the refund of 
the he,ad tax to Chinese immigrants 
attending school In Canada. 

\ The abrogation of tho Immlgra- 
tloh privileges of the Anglo- Japanese 
treaty. In so far as they affect Can- 
ada, and the enactment of measures 
to e.'ccliide Jaiianese, to come Into 
effect upon hre.ach by Japan of the 
present Lomloux arrangement.

cfCecl, :by Sir Charles Hlbbert Tup- 
por, Christopher Foley, one of Sir 
AVilfrid's Commissioners on the Im- 
migralion inquiry of 1903, C. M. 
AVooduorth, Rev. D. A. MacRae and 
Pre.siilent A\'ilt'in. 

All praised the league for its ef- 
forts to secure .a satisfactory solu- 
tion of the great question, while Sir 
Charles, who was given a rousing, 
almost flattirlng, receptlen, compli- 
mented the' league upon Its oxtraor- 
dln.ary and commendable niod'U'atlou. 

Sir Charles closed an exhaustive re- 
view of tlie wholr question by declar- 
ing that the C.rand 'I'runk P.-u'llic was 
Laurier's exinise for adopting the 
tri'aty with Japan, ten ye.ars after it 
was made by Great Britain. He pic- 
tured Lauru.'r as "the -Mikdo at Cl- 
tawa," a man of great prestige but 
"a manipulator of men," and^ char- 
acterized his efforts .toward a solution 
of this great question na "class negli- 
gc nee" ,Tnd "blundering," rofuslng the 
-lepi.-Ued suggestion of tlio colonial 
olllce to ''reserve the right to regul.ate 
immigration," if he wished to adopt

tivo government, when in oflico liad 
not only rofialnod from doing, but do- 
cllned to do. 

"Tho .Conservative governmont," 
said Sir Charles, ■ "was careful to take 
the sara'^ precaution ;,that uthc' United 
S tates .' gbyerhmentiito^,'*- that'^wasito 
decline the adoption of thaftredty with 
Us Immigration clauses. But by gross 
negligence or worse Sir WMlfrld Laur- 
ier lost the position with Japan tliat 
Is today held and enjoyed by the 
United States." Cheers. 

But a greater storm of applause fol- 
lowed tlioMo closing remarks: 

"This league has by Its action burk- 
ed many (jf Sir Wilfrid's plans, and 
although Sir Wilfrid has pledged him-" 
self to a great deal, from tho initial 
blunder, born of a doslro to bo Jack- 
als to that groat corporation, tlio 
Grand Trunk Paclllp, tho Laurier gov- 
ernment has got Itself into such a 
position that it' Is Impossible for it 
now to extricate itself with creriit." 

Be,\'ond this condemnation of the 
Laurici- gov(-rnment and praise of the 
Conservatives' course when in power. 
Sir Charles made out 'tWo references 
to party Hues, neither of a local char- 
acter. The lii-Hl was regarding his 
pledges to bo the nominee of tho Con- 
servatives of his old constituency of 
Pictou, Nova Scotia, which he hud 
represented at Ottawa for twenty 
years, the worklngmen - of which con- 
stituency, he declared, had held his 
political fortunes in the hollow of 
itlu ir hands. 

The si'conil came in a tribute to Hon. 
R. B. Borden. "I do not wish to 
pledge niy leader any further tliaii be 
has pledged himself," said !-;ir Charles, 
"but 1 think if he were here ho would 
.'uibseribe to every lino of thhs resolu- 
tion,'' (Cheers.) 

"1 am not sure that the request for 
the publicalion of the Bomleux ar- 
rangement a.dds any force to it," he 
ciintlnued, "while it gives an oppor- 
tunity to your opponents to say this 
resolution might bo different. I don't 
think It would change It in the least." 

Reviewing the period of 1903 he 
pointed out, as had Mr. Woodworth, 
tliat Mr. Justice Morrison, then a Lib- 
eral memhir of the Commons, urged 
an ;jmendini-rii similar to the Aus- 
tralian act being alive to tho danger 
of an .■\siatic influ.x. 

"Sir AVilfrid's reply was: 'My lion- 
or.'ible friend Is contemplating a eoii- 
tlugency that hasn't the slightest pos- 
sibilltv of taking place' (Baughter,) 
Then Sir AVIlfrld gently lifted tlui 
threatening member to the judicial 
bench," 

Weak, puerile ,aiid Insulting were 
the terms by whicli Sir Charles eliar- 
acteri/.ed Sir W-'ilfrld's obvious blunder 
iu .'x liiial aiipeal to light hotter and 
harder than ever tho recreant Liberal 
government. 

••One hundred thousand dollars of 
additional trade with Japan or a prolit 
of about $10,000 is all wo get for this 
treaty with tho .sacrilico of our right 
to regulate our own Immigration 
which it involves," declared Mr. Wood- 
Y/orlli in a brief and able address, He 
Itlso reviewed much of the history of 
tho question, praisetl the league for Its 
spli'iidid forliearanco and paid a fit- 
lln.g tributi" to Hon. Mr. Borden and 
tho Conservative party, to which party 
the electors could alone look for a 
remedy. 

"It segms to me I am in .a liotbod of 
Conservatism," half shouted Rev. D. 
A. .MacRae, "but take my advice; 
don'f pin your faith to any .politician 
upon a great question like ' this, but 
look'' out for yourselVes.-'^every one of 
you." ' 

Hq then burled the meeting under 
a verbal avalanche. Anally effecting 
their timely ruBcue with the light of 
rhetorical pyrotechnics which altca-- 
nalely dazeil and convulsed them. 

Mr, Christopher i-'oley followed 
•Sir ,<;iiai-|is and Mr. Woodworth, 
with -.1 ' Series of su't'Oiriiig stric- 
lur.,s upon til.' lieails of the offeudiii.g 
Laurier guveriinient, urging, aitliough 
a lifi'-long l.ibei-al, ;i solid vole for the 
Ciriisi-rvative jiarty. 

-'This league has not jiinned its faith 
to (dthi-r political party,'' said Presi- 
dent Wilton, in reply to Rev. .Mr. Mac- 
Rao: "We are sailing a straiglit 
course for absolute exclusion. Wc in- 
vited both Conservatives and Liberals 
to siieak at this meeting and It Is not 
our f.ault that the Liberal speakers 
did not come." 

The meeting generously stibscribed 
to the funds of the league, and at tho 
close many signed its membership 
roll.

Milu-aukoe, Wis., April 20.— Tlie dis- 
establishment of tlio (Jatholic church 
in Italy witliln a few year.s was pre- 
dicted by most Rev. Sebastian G. 
Messmer, archbishop of Milwaukee, In 
an Interview recently. Everything 
now, ho saij, points to that event. Tho 
government is distinctly unfriendly to 
the ciiurch and the church, having 
no voice In national matters, Is power- 
less to avert a condition in Italy that 
will bo but a repetition of the con- 
ditions now existing in I-'raiic'^. 

"I would not be :it all .surprised," 
said Arclibishop ilossmer, "to see a 
disestabllslimcut of the church in 
Italy wltliln u. few years, Rverythlng 
now points to It. The government la 
anything but friendly to the church 
and, from late 'indications, I believe 
thnt it is intent upon tho same action 
that has already taken place in France. 
Tlio government for years has been the 
Bnomy of tho church. Catholics In Italy 
by papal decree, aro barred from 
voting on national questions, .and 
there Is no one In the government fav- 
orable to the chiircli." 

"It Is true," said Ar^hbisliop Mess- 
mer. in commenting uiion Mr. 
WriKlU's statements, "tliat a large 
portion <if the people of Italy seem 
to be drifting away from the church, 
many of thom Into iiUldellty. This is 
duo to two reasons: I'^lrst, to tho fact 
that the works of the so-called Gorman 
phllosophists, which tend to inlidellty, 
or at least to a denial of Christianity, 
are translated Into Italian and taught 
in the universities And higher institu- 
tions. Thus InHdellty is being sown 
broadi'a^t aniuiig- tlio upper classes. 

■The second rea.son for the rollgiou.s 
iiidifffrpncc. and here 1 am speaking 
only of .Soutliern Europe, is tho noRlect 
of the clergy to (jive tho people proper 
relief In legislation. The people aro 
If^norant of the jirinciplcs of their re- 
ligion. They don't understand if. They 
have gone to church from linlilt and 
not from principle, and consequently 
tliey have drifted away since the antl- 
rellffious sentiment has gone abroad 
In tho land."
